So M atter W h a t th e Color of th e 
W a te r, th e F ro th W ill lie W hite. 
No one can have failed to notice that 
the foam along the shore of the sea 
I or of a lake is white. No m atter how 
I deep the blue of the w ater may be, 
there is the same whiteness of the 
; froth at its edge. For that m atter, all 
foam is white. If the blackest ink in 
the world is beaten into foam, the foam 
will be as white as the froth of milk. 
The reason for this is that we see all 
j objects by reflected light. If they re­ 
flect all the rays they appear white; if 
; they absorb all the rays they seem to 
j Im* black. The ink absorbs ail the light, 
aud is black. When it is lM*ateu into 
froth, the bt tie babbles reflect all the 
light from their surfaces—for their ex­ 
trem e thinness makes them practically 
nothing but surface—and thus they are 
white. For the same reason any col­ 
ored stone shows white when it has 
been ground to powder. 
Take the 
blackest marble and reduce it to small 
; grains, and these will appear white, l>e- 
canse their surfaces now reflect all the 
light. If the polished surface of tho 
same marble lie only a little scratched, 
11s with a nail or drill-point. the effect 
will bo a light-colored streak. One of 
I the ways of testing ston«*s and minerals 
I is to observe the color of tile streak as 
compared with the natural surface, lf 
one watches the w ater falling over the 
rock at Niagara he may see it of an 
emerald green near the upper part of 
the fall. 
Much the same effect is pro­ 
duced when billows are just curving 
into breakers ou tho beach directly in 
front of us. A similar tint is seen in 
blocks of thin ice. The absorption and 
reflection of light art* tile same under 
all these conditions. Again, the froth 
a t the foot of the tall aud that at the 
edge of the sea is all of it equally white. 
So, too. if we pound the ice into small 
particles, they will be as white as tho 
foam. The same point is illustrated in 
tile appearance of the tiny particles of 
dew' on the spider’s web as com pand 
with the larger drops suspended from 
I the tips of blades of grass. All the 
more strikingly is the difference s<*en 
I if Urn cold has converted dew* and wa­ 
ter into frost and ice. The frost spark­ 
les from tile innumerable faces of its 
the fall. uchM the Same eff<*ct is pro- 
ly sinning surface. Frost and snow are 
white because of the smallness of their 
particles and the great am utter of their 
reflecting surfaces. All the light being 
reflected, they can be only of this color. 
—Churchman.
